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TERMINOLOGY FOR 
STOCKS & BONDS 


Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks and 
bonds has not developed to the point where everyone agrees 
on or uses similar standards. The very nature of stocks and 
alee defies a grading system based, for example, on wear, 
or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, 
we have used terminology designed to convey a strictly 
subjective impression of the items we endeavor to describe. 


Fair—A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, stains, 
small pieces or tears. 


Fine— Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with splits 
slightly into the design elements, but with no pieces missing. 
More severe flaws will be mentioned. 


Very Fine (VF)— The average grade of most of the stocks and 
bonds we encounter. A Very Fine share certificate will have 
several light to moderate folds, and the paper will show 
obvious wear or softness. Bonds that were originally folded by 
the printer may have several additional folds. There may be 
minor edge roughness, but any splits that extend into the 
designs will be described. Very light soiling is typical, but 
heavier stains or foxing will be mentioned. 


Very Fine+ (VF+)— Obviously used or worn, but brighter or 
cleaner than the average example. 


Extremely Fine (EF)—A well above average example. Stocks 
may show a few light to moderate folds. Bonds that were 
originally folded may have a few light to moderate extra folds. 
The paper will retain most of the original crispness and 
brightness. The margins will be free from noticeable edge 
splits, stains or other problems.Extremely Fine+ (EF+)—As 
made, or nearly so.

Theodore Newton Vail (1845-1920) was an 
American capitalist. Vail began his career with the railway 
mail service.

Thomas A. Watson, Professor Bell's earliest associate, 
described Vail as “a thousand-horse-power steam engine 
wasting his time at the U.S. Railway mail service.” 

In 1878 Watson offered Vail the position of general 
manager of American Bell Telephone Company. Most 
believed the new device could only be used for local 
communication. Vail was a visionary who believed in the 
wonderful possibilities of the telephone. Upon Vail’s initiative 
every possible improvement was employed. In 1885 he 
became the first president of American Telephone & 
Telegraph, which was, at first, a specialty manufacturer of 
long distance communication equipment. Vail is best 
remembered as the chief organizer of the telephone 
business. In a little more that 40 years he “made neighbors 
of a hundred million people.” The last example we offered 
realized $1100 in sale 194.

Accessory Transit was organized by 
Cornelius “Commodore” Vanderbilt to move 
passengers and freight through Nicaragua. He hired 
C.K. Garrison as his agent in San Francisco, and 
Charles Morgan as his agent in New York. Morgan, 
who signed this certificate, was an American 
shipping and railroad magnate. He became the 
largest ship owner in the U.S., and held a virtual 
monopoly over transportation from New York to 
Texas. 

Morgan ran a line of sailing vessels to the 
West Indies, and had a regular line of mail steamers 
between New Orleans and Galveston. Shortly after 
this bond was issued, a “war of the three 
commodores,” involving Charles Morgan, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and George Law, occurred. Accessory 
Transit competed openly with the Law-Aspinwall 
Lines, which were subsidized by mail contracts; 
Morgan and Garrison, on the other hand, 
manipulated the Transit’s stock in such a way that 
they profited while Vanderbilt lost heavily. 

Vanderbilt was said to have stormed at them, 
“| will not sue you because the law takes too long. | 
will ruin you.” Vanderbilt did manage to unseat 
Morgan and Hoyt from the Board of Directors, but 
another headache immediately developed in the 
form of William Walker, who invaded Nicaragua with 
the support of Morgan and his associates! Vanderbilt 
sent his own mercenaries to Costa Rica, where they 
obtained a small force of native troops. Walker was 
defeated, and Vanderbilt was back in business in 
Nicaragua.

The Nicaragua Canal Construction Company 
was formed in Colorado at the turn of the century 
expressly for the purpose of surveying and building 
a canal across the Central American isthmus. The 
decision to select the Nicaraguan route over the 
Panamanian or Mexican routes was apparently 
made by President Theodore Roosevelt, who had 
been in office only a few weeks. Nicaragua looked 
like a good bet because the engineering paths to 
lakes Managua and Nicaragua along the San Juan 
River seemed straightforward, as did the sixteen 
mile route down the mountain to the Pacific Coast. 

The alternative offered by the New French 
Panama Canal Company, which demanded $109 
million for its interests, was generally viewed as 
being too high a price for what the United States 
would be getting in exchange. In 1901-2, however, a 
series of events transpired which resulted in the 
ultimate construction of the Panama Canal. 
Nicaragua unwittingly put out an issue of postage 
stamps showing smoking volcanoes, some of which 
were in the vicinity of the proposed canal route. 
France, anxious to salvage something from the 
ruins of their hopes, lost no time in exposing the 
risks posed by the volcanoes, and cut their bid to 
$40 million. 

President Roosevelt wanted a canal to be 
finished as soon as possible, and since the 
Nicaraguan route would take more time than the 
Panamanian route, the Panamanian route was 
finally decided upon. The Nicaragua Canal 
Construction Company was wound up and 
apparently most of its bonds were left unpaid. Prior 
to this offering we have handled only two other 
pieces from this company, a bond, an unissued 
stock.

Stuart was the manager of the construction 
operations of the firm. In September 1784, Washington 
joined with others, then chiefly Virginians, to form the 
Potomac Company, whose purpose was to remove the 
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impediments of the navigation of the river past the falls and 
so clear the way to the development of the lands beyond, 
all the way to the Ohio. 

Washington, in common with others, held 
substantial lands in the Trans-Alleghany region, and these 
men combined to induce the legislatures of Maryland and 
Virginia to charter a canal company for that purpose. The 
Potomac Company was only the second such corporation 
in America, the Susquehanna Canal Company having 
been founded in the preceding year. 

The Potomac Company started with a capital of 250 
shares with a par value of only $100. The shares were to 
be evenly divided between the citizens of Maryland and 
Virginia, with George Washington getting fifty shares that 
were given to him gratis by the Commonwealth of Virginia. 
By May 1784, 403 shares had been sold and Washington 
was elected President with John Fitzgerald and George 
Gilpin among the four other directors. 

Initially, the directors wanted to build the canal and 
clear the river of obstructions only with free white labor. But 
despite liberal cash salaries and distributions of liquor, the 
work went slowly. As a result, Washington arranged for the 
purchase of 60 slaves and the hiring of 100 freedmen, who 
could be better controlled. By 1786, a number of snags and 
other obstacles had been removed, and work was in 
progress at Shenandoah Falls, Harpers Ferry, Seneca 
Falls and Great Falls. In each of these places actual canals 
were being built, but the wooden locks rotted and had to be 
replaced with stone. 

From 1785 to 1789 and again from 1797 to 1799, 
before and after his presidency, Washington was active in 
the management of this firm. Progress was slow, the 
amount of capital needed proving to be much larger than 
expected, reaching $500,000 in. 1815. Robert Morris and 
John Nicholson bought large numbers of shares as part of 
their plans to develop their properties in the District of 
Columbia. 

Since the canal paid only one dividend for $5.50 in 
1802, despite having opened 338 miles to navigation, 
ownership of the canal was not profitable. The company 
languished until the chartering of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal Company, which took over the Potomac 
Company’s works. 
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George Washington Invests In Our Nation’s Capital 
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1226 City of Washington (Territory of Columbia) 1794.

The 
certificate was issued in 1798 and was signed by 
Gustavus Scott, William Thornton and Alexander White. 
Gustavus White (1753-1800) was a Maryland 
legislator and Revolutionary War era patriot. Dr. William 
Thornton (1759-1828) was a professional architect who 
was the designer of the Capitol and other Federal 
buildings, various private homes and the Library 
Company of Philadelphia’s building. When not thus 
occupied, he worked on schemes to liberate the Spanish 
colonies in Latin America and also experimented with the 
building of steamboats. The third member of the board, 
Alexander White, (1738-1804) was a Virginia legislator 
and reportedly one of Madison’s abler lieutenants. 
Under the Federal Residency Act of 1790, 
President Washington was authorized to select a site on 
the Potomac River for the Federal capitol city, to appoint 
three commissioners to delineate and survey the city, 


select sites for the government buildings and supervise 
their construction. In September 1791, 15,000 lots were 
opened for sale, but only 35 were sold and another 52 
lots in the year following. 

Washington, who owned a great deal of land 
south of Alexandria, sought to expedite the development 
of the capitol by opening the sale of private lots in 1793. 
At this point the development of the District fell into the 
hands of speculators. William Blodget the younger 
bought lands and tried to sell them via lotteries. Next 
came Robert Morris, John Nicholson and James 
Greenleaf (who soon fell out with his former partners) 
who bought 6,000 lots in 1793, 42% of the downtown 
area for $480,000, promising to pay with Dutch funds. 
However, when Greenleaf went to the Netherlands, he 
was unable to borrow the money as the French 
Revolution had overwhelmed Holland and the French 
were seizing all that nation’s borrowable funds. 

The failure to get the loan and a suit by District 
creditors resulted in the unraveling of the Morris- 
Nicholson empire and their incarceration for debt in 
1798. Their difficulties were increased by the loss of 
Greenleaf, overextension in their development schemes, 
and growing pressures from the District Commissioners, 
who had not been paid for the public lands. Nicholson 
made the situation worse by calling Thornton quote “an 
Ass” and White “the honest dupe”, such opprobrious 
titles being unwarranted on the part of a man who was 
busy defrauding his creditors. The Morris-Nicholson 
lands were sold off to pay their creditors and the 
District's development sank back to a less hectic pace.

This certificate was issued during the War of 
1812 to fight the British. It is signed by William Few, 
an erstwhile governor of Georgia and signer of 
Georgia currency during the Revolution. This loan, in 
common with all the outstanding debt after the War 
of 1812, had a role in the establishment of the 
Second Bank of the United States. Under the act 
setting up the bank, John Jacob Astor, Peter 
Schenk and Isaac Denison were appointed 
commissioners to take subscriptions for the bank’s 
stock, some 60% of which ($21 million out of $35 
million) could be paid over in the form of U.S. 
Government bonds. 

After his appointment in May 1816, Astor and 
his colleagues set to work. Large amounts of U.S. 
bonds were subscribed, including this piece for $500 
in November 1816. The bond was transferred to the 
bank on November 16, 1816 by Astor and Schenk. 

The bond has been cut down, as part of the 
endorsement is missing at the top.The bank sold all 
of these registered bonds to raise capital, but 
because of mismanagement, the money went out as 
fast as it came in, with the result that by early 1819 
the bank was headed for insolvency. Disapproving of 
the way in which the bank’s affairs were being 
managed, Astor retired from the board as a central 
director in early 1817. 

This is the first time we have seen one of the 
U.S. Bonds used for the initial funding of the Second 
Bank of the U.S., and Astor’s signature as 
commissioner assisting the governement to finance 
the bank. 

John Jacob Astor (1763-1848) was a 
German born immigrant, who died the wealthiest 
man in the United States after making a fortune in 
fur, the China trade and land. He was a heavy New 
York real estate investor who opponents called a 
“self-invented money-making machine.”

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1282 VANDERBILT, CORNELIUS (1794-1877) 


($3500-4500) 

American financier; founded the family fortune 
in steam ferries and railroads in and around New 
York; one of the richest men of his time. Known as 
“the Commodore”. Unusual partly printed 
Document Signed “C. Van Derbilt,” 2/3 page, 
legal folio, New York, August 1, 1823. Also signed 
“Abraham Taylor,” “Wm. M. Ross,” “David 
Smith,” and David Read, by his mark, witnessed 
by “Wm.

In 1823 Vanderbilt and his associate Thomas 
Gibbons, running steamship lines from New 
Jersey, came into direct conflict with Livingston 
and his partner David Ogden, who enjoyed a legal 
monopoly over New York waterways. Despite his 
often daring efforts to escape the enforcement of 
his rivals’ advantage, Vanderbilt was occasionally 
caught and prosecuted along with his crew, as in 
the present instance. 

A year later the ever-escalating conflict went 
before the U.S. Supreme Court, with the great 
Daniel Webster arguing Gibbons’s side. Chief 
Justice John Marshall handed down the historic 
ruling that interstate monopolies could not be 
granted by states, opening the way for interstate 
canals, railroads, pipelines, etc. Gibbons and 
Vanderbilt were made rich, but the heirs of Ogden, 
and of Robert Fulton, who had helped found the 
steamboat line, were ultimately ruined. 

Legal actions such as this were considered to 
be a minor annoyance to Vanderbilt. Wheaton J. 
Lane, in Commodore Vanderbilt (Alfred A. Knopf, 
NY, 1942) quotes the Commodore as saying “This 
Day J R [Livingston] brought a sute against all my 
men even the kook...these little sutes will cost 
nothing much”. (Perhaps the David “X” signature 
was that of Vanderbilt’s “kook” or cook). Vanderbilt 
could appeal, and thus delay the suit, simply by 
putting up twice the amount of the claimed 
damages. These delaying tactics were employed 
until Chief Justice John Marshall, and the rest of 
the Supreme Court ruled (in 1824 and 1825) that 
only the Federal Government could control 
interstate commerce, thus avoiding Livingston’s 
monopoly on the steamboat.

At the stock holders meeting of July 1861 an act 
increasing the capital stock of the railroad was 
approved, the increase to be used to purchase slaves 
for the railroad. The railroad eventually became 
incorporated into the Seaboard system in 1900. 

Lawrence O’Bryan Branch (1820-1862) was an 
Army officer and Congressman. When the Seminole 
War broke out, he volunteered, serving throughout as 
aide-de-camp to General Reid. His participation in 
politics began in 1852 when he was chosen as a 
presidential elector on the Pierce ticket. In 1854 he was 
elected to the House of Representatives where he 
served until 1861. Wanting active service during the 
Civil War he joined as a colonel in the 33rd North 
Carolina regiment. 

On January 17, 1862 he was commissioned a 
brigadier general by President Davis and was placed in 
command of Confederate forces at New Bern. 
Operating against the forces of General Burnside he 
was forced to retreat. He was then ordered to join 
Stonewall Jackson. He took part in the battles of 
Hanover Court House, Seven Days battles around 
Richmond, Cedar Run, Second Manassas, Fairfax 
Court House, Ox Hill, Harper’s Ferry and Antietam. At 
Antietam, while leading his brigade, he was shot in the 
head and killed on September 17, 1862.

If one automobile manufacturer could be singled out 
as the most glorious of all it would have to be the 
Duesenberg. The car was legendary, and literally became a 
metaphor for greatness. “It’s a Duesy” was a popular catch 
phrase synonymous with status, and the cars were 
extremely popular with movie stars, robber barons, 
gangsters and politicians. One of the most eagerly collected 
automobile stocks.

Henry Ford (1863-1947) was one of America’s 
greatest automobile manufacturers. He started with 
very little in the way of resources, but managed to 
succeed in an industry where most of his peers were 
forced to give up control of their pioneering 
automotive enterprises to outside stock holders. 

In 1903, when Ford Motor Company of 
Michigan was founded, Henry Ford found himself in 
exactly that position. John Gray and ten other local 
businessmen and women initially controlled the 
company, with Gray as president. Because they 
wanted to manufacture and sell their cars on both 
sides of the U.S. and the Canadian border, a parallel 
company was set up in Canada and named the Ford 
Motor Company of Canada, Limited. It was almost as 
highly capitalized as the American company. 

In the early 1900s, the automobile was at a 
very formative stage. Electric vehicles predominated 
in the cities, and if their batteries could only be 
improved, electrics would be the wave of the future. 
Thomas Edison went to work on that problem, while 
Ford took the opposite track. Ford, along with others, 
improved the gasoline powered automobiles and 
made them more practical. As Ford became more and 
more successful, he was able to gain control of his 
own companies, and by 1906 he was president of 
both Ford Motor Company of Michigan and Ford 
Motor Company of Canada. 

He quickly adopted a strategy that would lead 
to one of the greatest manufacturing successes of all 
time: the Mode! T. While other automotive pioneers 
wanted to offer highly diversified product lines and sell 
more expensive cars, Henry Ford strove to develop a 
single model that could be manufactured efficiently 
and sold at a price that everyone could afford. 

Ford’s theory worked brilliantly. There are only 
16 known Ford Motor Company of Canada, Limited 
certificates signed by Ford. To the best of our 
knowledge, there are no early Ford Motor Company of 
Michigan certificates available outside of the Henry 
Ford Museum Collection. This is the ultimate stock 
certificate for any advanced collection of the shares of 
the companies of great American capitalists’ issued to 
and signed by their founders.

The first serious 
attempt to promote such local exhibitions was a direct 
outgrowth of the Belmont Park tournament. A group of 
contestants were recruited by John B. Moisant. 

This enterprise was to signal the birth of 
barnstorming and the “Flying circus”. Traveling by train with 
a built in repair shop, the entourage included a tent and a 
dozen roustabouts, a dozen ticket sellers and press agents, 
a dozen aeroplanes and their mechanics, and eight death 
defying aviators. Under the name Moisants International 
Aviators the troupe started out from New York, opening in 
Richmond. It then went on to Chattanooga, Memphis, 
Tupelo, New Orleans, Dallas, Fort Worth, Oklahoma City; 
back to Texas, down into Mexico, and finally to Havana, 
Cuba. The Odyssey was fraught with countless adventures, 
including a crash that killed the leader of the expedition.

Thomas Edison was certainly one of the 
world’s foremost inventors, but his business instincts 
were often very poor. When Edison was ready to 
cash in on his new invention he turned to a trusted 
friend, Ezra Gilliland, to make the necessary business 
arrangements. 

In 1888, Gilliland was approached by Jesse 
Lippincott, who had ideas of forming a Phonograph 
Trust. Edison thought his phonograph was worth at 
least one million dollars, but Gilliland, playing both 
sides against each other, settled with Lippincott for 
$500,000, assuring himself a fat commission of 
$250,000. Lippincott went into a panic and confessed 
the whole scheme to Edison. The scandal became 
public, and a settlement finally ensued. 

Lippincott issued licenses to local dealers 
wanting to rent phonographs instead of selling them 
directly to the public. The approach worked well for 
telephones, but not for phonographs, and Lippincott 
became ill under the stress. North American 
Phonograph went into receivership and reverted to 
Edison. 

While Samuel Insull’s autograph is obtainable 
on certificates that relate to his own enterprises, his 
signature on an Edison-related certificate is rarely 
seen. Insull provided Edison with financial guidance, 
enabling the inventor to concentrate on inventing light 
bulbs, phonographs, movies and a host of practical 
items. Insull later built his own empire of utility 
companies and street railways. These failed in 1934 
as a result of the Great Depression, and Insull was 
charged with mail fraud and embezzlement. He was 
eventually acquitted.

John Wayne (1907-1979) was born Marion Michael 
Morrison. He received his nickname “Duke” while still a 
child, because of his love for a dog of that name. His family 
moved to California when he was only seven years old. His 
first real break came in 1929, when with the help of John 
Ford he was cast as the lead in a major Fox production, the 
western movie The Big Trail. 

According to some biographers Fox executives found 
his name inappropriate and changed it to John Wayne. The 
Big Trail was not a success, and Fox soon dropped him.

In 1864 while the Confederate States of 
America fought the Grand Army of the Republic, 
two opposing groups of stock manipulators were 
embroiled in a different kind of a battle, over a 
seemingly inconsequential Manhattan railroad 
known as the New York and Harlem Railroad. 


The main terminus of the New York and 
Harlem was on 42nd Street in Manhattan. While 
freight could be hauled there by steam locomotive 
all the way from Albany, it could not reach 
downtown Manhattan, except by horse drawn carts. 


In late 1857 and early 1858, the shares of the 
New York and Harlem were selling for just a few 
dollars a share. In early 1862, a New York Herald 
writer felt that “...of all the railroad shares dealt in, 
the Harlem [New York and Harlem] probably 
possesses the least intrinsic value.” Despite that 
warning, in April of 1862 speculation that the City

would grant the road the right to extend its tracks 
down to the Battery drove the price up to $50 per 
share. When the rights were, in fact, granted by the 
City, the stock rose to $70. An opposition company 
tried to get the State Legislature to pass a bill 
granting them the same rights. When the Governor 
failed to sign it, Harlem stock rose to $116. 


Despite the fact that he was a director of the 
New York and Harlem, Daniel Drew began to 
conceive a grand stock manipulation scheme. He 
used every means in his power to coerce the City 
Fathers into rescinding the rights to extend the line 
downtown. Meanwhile, Cornelius Vanderbilt kept 
buying Harlem stock, and forced it up to $179 a 
share. In order to solidify his position, Vanderbilt 
petitioned the State Legislators to grant the 
Harlem’s rights to extend the line on a permanent 
basis, but Drew simultaneously applied pressure to 
the State Senators to kill the bill, and Drew 
succeeded. The stock dropped like a stone to $107, 
and Drew and his fellow ‘shorts” appeared to be in 
control of the situation. 


At this point, Commodore Vanderbilt sent for 
John Tobin, an old Staten Island friend who was 
once the gate keeper at Vanderbilt’s ferry house. 
Tobin, following Vanderbilt’s advise, had made a 
fortune in stock speculations, but now, due to 
Drew’s stock manipulations, Tobin was taking a 
beating. 
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According to Henry Clew’s, the famous 
Wall Street historian, the following | 
conversation took place between Vanderbilt 
and his old friend: 


“They stuck you too, John” said the 
Commodore. “How do you feel?” 

Tobin replied that he did not feel very 
good. 


“John, don’t them fellows need 
dressing down?” asked the Commodore. 


Tobin agreed, and he put up a million 
dollars to help Vanderbilt corner the market in 
Harlem stock, and catch the shorts in a 
squeeze. Vanderbilt’s brokers quietly started 
to buy. 


Drew, unaware of Vanderbilt’s 
maneuvering, continued to sell “Harlem” 
short. It was right around this time that one of | 
the two documents that comprise this lot was 
issued. On March 29th, 1864, Daniel Drew, 
convinced that the price of “Harlem” stock was 
going to drop precipitously, issued a “Call” on 2,000 
shares of New York and Harlem at $140 per share. 
It was, in effect, an option for the buyer to obtain 
New York and Harlem shares at $140 for a period 
of sixty days. The price of the option was not 
stipulated, as the document only states “For value 
received”. The buyer's name is not stated, as it is 
made out to “Bearer’, but it well may have been 
John Tobin. 


On April 6th, a week after this call was 
issued, the market reached $150. The “Call” was 
already worth $20,000 to the buyer. Vanderbilt and 
Tobin continued to buy shares. On April 12th, Tobin 
bought 500 shares (see Lot 104 in our Sale #172), 
and near the end of April the price was up to $235 
per share. Vanderbilt could have forced it up to 
$1,000, but cooler heads prevailed, and he let the 
shorts settle at $285. 


Drew reportedly lost $750,000. The single 
transaction documented by the March 29, 1864 
“Call”, may well have cost Drew $290,000 ($285- 
$140 x 2,000). When asked what he learned from 
this experience Drew reportedly made this famous 
quote: 


“He who sells what isn’t his’n, 
Must buy it back or go to prison.” 


Tobin had the added pleasure of taking over 
Drew’s seat on the Board of Directors of the

Jay Cooke (1821-1905) has been called the 
“financier of the Civil War.” He began his business career 
as a store clerk in St. Louis in 1836. The financial panic of 
1837 caused him to move to Philadelphia, where he 
became a clerk on a canal packet line. Cooke joined the 
banking house of E.W. Clark & Company until 1857, when 
another financial panic left him to 
his own devices. His brother, 
Henry Cooke, was a newspaper 
man in Columbus, Ohio. Henry 
had the ear of Salmon P. Chase, 
then Governor of Ohio, soon to be , f 
appointed Secretary of the |@-4 YOM Vi g 
Treasury under Lincoin. Vol 455g : 
In 1861, when Chase 
assumed his new office, he found 
himself in a difficult position. The 





credit of the U.S. Government 
was strained. The Treasury was 
having a hard time meeting 
ordinary public expenses, and it 
greatly feared the consequences of the extraordinary 
demands a civil war entailed. Chase issued short-term 
notes, but sales to the banks were slow. On July 12, 1861, 
Jay Cooke wrote a letter to Chase, offering to assist him 
by acting as an agent in the sale of government bonds, on 
a 1/4% commission basis. Chase considered the matter, 
but no commitment was forthcoming. 


News of the Battle of Bull Run ignited Cooke to 
action on July 22. He visited bankers throughout 
Philadelphia, and got them to sign an agreement to 
advance $1,737,500 to the government. Within a few days 
Cooke and Chase began to work together closely to raise 
$50,000,000 from the Associated Banks in New York, to 
be paid out of sales of “seven-thirties” as the 7.3% loans 
came to be known. Cooke became the government’s 
agent, and was prodigiously successful at selling 
government bonds throughout the Civil War. 

When the hostilities ended, Cooke was in a 
strategic position to hear about and act on many of the 
major enterprises brought to the attention of the nation’s 
most important bankers and capitalists. He became 
intimately involved with the building of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, a government-supported Northern route to run 
from Duluth, on Lake Superior, to Tacoma, a fine harbor 
on Puget Sound. Sales of the railroad’s bonds and shares 
languished. Cooke had to cover the shortage out of his 
own pockets. 

The road was only partially completed to the 
Missouri River when Jay Cooke & Company became 
insolvent on September 18, 1873. 

The man who had seen the Union through the 
greatest financial difficulties was forced to close the doors 
on his own banking house. Cooke later paid off all of his 
debts and regained his fortune in connection with mining 
ventures in Utah. 

The Northern Pacific failed to make interest 
payments on its bonds in January of 1874 (note that this 
bond has all its coupons through 1874). The property went 
into the hands of a receiver and was sold in August, 1875. 
By the terms of the reorganization the funded debt and 
interest were to be converted to preferred stock, 
convertible into lands in 
Minnesota and Dakota 
Territory. About 
$9,000,000 worth was 
actually tendered under 
this option.The railroad 
was sold under 
foreclosure in July of 
1896 to the Northern 
Pacific Railway, which 
was later acquired by 
J.P. Morgan = and 
Company.

The Independence was 
one of the few mines ever to remain in the 
hands of a single owner. 

The mine became known as “King of the 
District”, and supplied Stratton with the funds 
to control nearly one fifth of Cripple Creek’s 
richest properties.

Charles Schwab (1862-1939) was an American 
industrialist who became president of the Carnegie Steel 
Company. He was perhaps the only man in the world 
reputed to have torn up a one million dollar yearly salary 
contract. When the billion-dollar United States Steel 
Corporation was formed, Schwab became its first president. 

At the time, J.P. Morgan, the banker responsible for 
U.S. Steel’s financing, did not know what to do with 
Schwab’s million-dollar contract. The highest salary on 
record then was $100,000. Summoning Schwab, Morgan 
reluctantly asked him what he should do about the contract. 
Schwab reportedly tore up the contract, implying that 
money was the least of his concerns. Impressed by 
Schwab’s magnanimity, Morgan promptly sent Schwab 
bonds reflecting the full amount of his unexpired contract. 

Schwab ably led U.S. Steel to a good share of the 
world market once dominated only by Europeans. After only 
three challenging and strenuous years Schwab had to 
resign for health reasons. Schwab’s business acumen and 
achievements has earned him such titles as “The World’s 
Greatest Steel-Maker’, “The Originator of the Steel Trust”, 
“The Creator of the American Krupp’s”, “The Bethlehem 
Miracle Worker’, etc. He is ranked as one of the greatest 
creative forces in American industry.

By 1864 the owners of the fabulous Comstock 
Lode silver mines were at an impasse. The Ophir, the 
Gould and the Curry had yielded riches almost beyond 
belief, but the antiquated mining methods employed all 
but killed the golden goose. The shafts and tunnels were 
now deep in the heart of the mountain where the owners 
expected to find even greater treasures. 

Digging came to a halt when rising water levels 
overwhelmed the pumps, which simply could not push 
water back up to the surface. At this point Adolph Sutro 
came to the rescue. 

Adolph Sutro (1830-1898) was a Prussian Jew 
who came to America in 1850. Lured by the California 
Gold Rush, Sutro engaged in mercantile pursuits in the 
Stockton area. In 1860 he went to Nevada and set up a 
quartz-reducing mill. He conceived of the idea of driving 
a three-mile-long tunnel into the base of the mountain to 
drain and ventilate the mines from below. At first the idea 
was met with a great deal of skepticism, and local 
support was not forthcoming. Sutro turned to Europe, 
where mining methods were more advanced and 
financial backers more understanding. He secured 
enough funds to begin the project. 

In 1872, when this certificate was issued, the 
tunnel was still under construction. Six more years of 
Herculean labor was necessary to bring the project to 
completion. Sutro sold his interest, invested it in San 
Francisco real estate, and devoted the rest of his life to 
politics and philanthropy.

He began 
operating a small refinery with his partners, and he quickly 
became alerted to the growing investment possibilities in 
what was then a fairly new industry. In 1870, he organized 
the Standard Oil Company of Ohio and proceeded to 
achieve control over 90% of the oil refineries in the 
country. Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; he 
left that to the wildcatters and other speculators. He 
concentrated on the transportation, distribution and sale of 
petroleum products, building a fortune estimated at over a 
billion dollars. 

Henry Morrison Flagler (1830-1913) with J.D. 
Rockefeller organized the Florida East Coast Railway 
(1886) and built great hotel resorts in St. Augustine and

HOW TO GET THE BEST RESULTS WHEN BIDDING IN A MAIL BID SALE 


Bidding in mail bid auctions can sometimes be a real challenge, 
but mail bid auctions are real opportunities for collectors to 
acquire items that may be hard to obtain any other way. 
Experience has taught us ways to minimize frustrations, and 
maximize results, and we would like to share some of those 
ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked most often 
and some of the suggestions we have made to bidders. We 
think they will save you time, money and help you win lots you 
might otherwise miss. 


@ “/ can’t come to your office to view lots, 
but I want to know more about a particular 
lot before | bid on it.” 


Lots are available at the times and places posted in the front of 
the catalogue. We often bring lots to conventions, and there is 
no better way to learn about numismatics or scripophily than to 
attend a convention, view auction lots, and talk to dealers and 
collectors. But if you can’t be there, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our experts 
describe any lot you ask about. 


2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX or 
mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. 


3) If you have established credit with us we may be able to 
ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale. 


Mi “| have a limited budget and although 
there are many items | would like to bid 
on, | am afraid of exceeding my budget.” 


There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a “limit” 
bid sheet. Let's look at an example. Mr. Smith collects 
Confederate notes and he sees that there are over thirty lots he 
would like to buy. His budget is $1,000, but the estimates on the 
thirty lots he likes add up to well over $5,000. If he bids on all 
thirty he might win them all and exceed his budget. To be safe, 
he bids on only ten, and he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. 
Smith is disappointed because he missed the chance to bid on 
all thirty lots. He could have bid safely on all thirty lots and 
increased his chances of improving his collection by 
submitting a “limit” bid sheet. Here is how it works. 


Mr. Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. He 
has the same $1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all thirty lots 
he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of his bid sheet 
“Please limit my total bids to $1,000.” Every time Mr. Jones 
wins a lot we keep track of his total spending. When the total 
reaches $1,000 we will stop applying his bids. We did what he 
would have done had he been at a live auction. We spent only 
what he budgeted for. 


There is a special advantage to limit bidding in a mail bid sale - 
the bids can be listed in order of your preference. List the lots 
you want most first. 


@ “! see that there are two similar lots in 
the sale. | want only one of them, not 
both of them.” 

This problem can be solved with an “OR” bid. Let's assume 


that Lot #101 and Lot #102 are identical. You wish to bid $200 
on either one, but you don’t want both. Write the following on 


your bid sheet and you can accomplish your goal: 


“#101 OR #102 at $200” 
If you win Lot #101 we will cancel your bid on #102. 


“What if there are three similar lots and | only want one?’ 
“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 


@ “When | don’t win a lot I often seem to 
loose it by just a few dollars. It almost 
looks as if someone knows what | am 
bidding and they bid a little more. 
What is going on?” 


Every auction house has its own way of closing a mail bid sale. 
Some houses will tell bidders exactly how much the highest bid 
is at any given moment right up until the end of the sale. We feel 
this is unfair, because anyone who is able to get through by 
phone near the end of the sale can top anyone else. If auctions 
are closed in this manner clients who are “friends of the house” 
have a distinct advantage and can top other bidders at the end. 
Those who bid early are at a disadvantage. To eliminate this 
problem we don’t give out information on what the highest 
bid is. We advise bidders to bid exactly as much as they are 
willing to spend on a lot, and where possible, if they win a lot we 
reduce their bids to an increment just above the next highest 
bidder (there are exceptions — please see the Terms of Sale). 


We think this method is fair to everyone involved, but it does 
result in bidders sometimes losing lots by $1, or $5 at times. If 
Mr. Jones bids $100 on an item and Mr. Smith bids $101, we 
have no choice but to award the lot to Mr. Smith for $101. 


@ “/ bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at 
$100 and | didn’t get the lot. Later, when | 
got the Prices Realized the lot was reported 
as unsold. Why didn’t I get the lot?” 


The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 50% of the estimate 
will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a responsibility to 
the consignors as well as the bidders. Any bid that is considered 
to be less than the “...regular market value...” of the item may 
be rejected by the auction house. Keep this in mind when 
making bids below the estimates given.
